extreme if enforced; and on such occasions as its 
collection has been enforced, it has been expended 
without any resulting good to the State. 

The new bill, however, proposes, in the first 
p'ace, that the tines shall be so small that they 
nil fall ligh'ly on the delinquents; and secondly, 
that they shall be collected in the same manner 
as other taxes, so as to insure their payment into 
the State treasury as a fund to provide for the 
common defense, by the purchase of arms, and the 
transportation, arming, and subsistence of troops 
in the service of the State. Every guard is 
thrown around this fund, with a view to limit its 
expenditure to the sacred purposes for which it is 
designed. 

It is thought that the bill provides for a more 
complete enrollment and organization of the en- 
tire body of the militia than has ever before ex- 
isted in our State, and that the mode pursued to 
accomplish so desirable an end is asdiiectand 
simple as could be employed. The force thus or- 
ganized will constitute an immense unarmed re- 
serve, Irom which, in times of d .nger, draughts 
may be made, or volunteers received for the pro- 
tection of the State. But a mass so unwieldy and 
s > ill-disWplint d will not be sufficient for the wants 
of the State in any sudden emergency. It must 
have a nucleus around which itcan gather, and re- 
duce its unwieldy mas-es into elements of order- 
The lessons of history tea' h us that something 
more than individual courage is necessary to mil- 
itary efficiency. The words of Washington, 
whose wise maxim, " in time of peace prepare 
for war," we have so entiiely neglected, should 
not fall unheeded upon our ears. In a letter to 
the President of Congress on the subject of the 
militia as they appeared, suddenly taken, without 
preparation, from their homes, he uses these 
words: 

"No militia will ever acquire the habits neces- 
sary to resist a regular force. Even those near- 
est to the scat of war arc only valuable as light 
troops to be scattered in the woods, and harass, 
rather than do a serious injury to the enemy. The 
firmness requisite for the real business of fighting 
is only to be attained by a constant course of 
discipline and service. I have never yet been 
witness to a single instance that can justify a 
different opinion; and it is most earnestly to be 
wished, that the liberties of America may no 
longer be trusted, in any material degree, to so 
precarious a dependence. I cannot but remark 
that it gives me pain to find the measures pur- 
suing at the southward still turn upon accumula- 
ting large bodies of militia, instead of once for 
all making a decided effort to have a permanent 
force. In my ideas of the true, system of war at 
the southward, the object ought to be to have a 
good army rather than a large one." 

Our own history is not without its lessons to! 
Kentuckians. At New Orleans our militia was 
divided. That portion under Jackson behaved 
with the steadiness of veterans. Not only were 
they behind breastworks, but they were support- 
ed by the example of 8!?4 veteran regular troops, 
and Major Plandie's battalion of uniformed vol- 
unteers, numbering 287 men, and the regular as 
well as the Barratarian Artillery. This force 
served as a nucleus around which the militia gath- 
ered with confidence, and whose example they 
worthily imitated. But how different was the 
conduct of the militia on the opposite bank! One 
c inipany is alone reported to have behaved with 
steadiness, and that was a uniformed volunteer 
company of Artillery from New Orleans, and the 
only volunteer company on that side of the river. ! 
The courage of its members was directed by j 
discipline, and it retained its reputation while all 
around it were flying. 

Could more powerful reasons for an efficient 
organization of the volunteer system be urged 
than the following words addressed by General 
Jackson to the troops ou the right bank after 
their defeat. He says: 

"I will sjKirc your feelings and my own by en- 
tering into no detail on the subject; to all who 
reflect, it must be a source of eternal regret, 
that a few moments exertion of that courage 
you certainly possess, was alone wanting to i 
have rendered your success more complete than 1 
that of your fellow-citizens in the camp, by the ' 
defeat of the detachment which was rash enough to ' 
cross the river to attack you. To what cause 
was the abandonment of your lines owing? * »| 
The want of disripline, the want of order, a to- 
tal disregard to obedencc, and a spirit 0/ insubor- 
dination, not less destructive than cowardice it- ' 
self. This appears to be the cause which led to 
the disasters, and these causes must be eradicated, 
or I must cease to command. • • • « But 
remember, that without obedience, without order, 
without discipline, all your efforts are vain; 
and the brave man, inttcntive to his duty, is 
worth little more to his country than the coward 
who deserts her in the hour of danger." 

The proper method of directing that courage 
which exists amongst us into useful channels, is 
to organize a volunteer system which will give us 
at all times, not an unruly mob, with arms in its 
hands, bu: a disciplined and well instructed force, | 
ready at any moment to respond to the call of the 
State, and to endure whatever shock may await 
it, while the reserves shall be arming and gather- 
ing around it. 

The bill now before the House proposes to ac- 
complish that object. It is framed, not alone with 
reference to a condition of peace, but to a state 
of war. Proper officers are provided to insure its 
instruction. It can be assembled lor purposes of 
encampment; and whenever it is assembled by 
the order of the Governor, in t^rae of insurrec- 
tion or other public da.iger, its movements arc not 
crippled, and the troops are not left to the chan- 
ces of starvation until the Legislature can as- 
semble and pass an act for their relief, but the 
whole machinery necessary to move and to sub- 
sist the troops is called into existence at the mo- 
ment it is wanted. 

It is considered eminently just that citizens 
who thus voluntarily place themselves at tl.e ser- 
vice of the State should be relieved from certain 
civic duties, as jury duty and working on public 
roads; and that the counties for whose defense 
they volunteer should provide the arn.ories where 
they may assemble for instruction. 

But it is equally the duty of the State to pro- 
vide for a system of discipline which will main- 
tain perfect order amongst a body of men who 
thus voluntarily come forward and offer their 
eervices in its defense. 

Theseobjeets are sought to be attained by au- 
thorizing every company to adopt a constitution 
and by-laws, by means of which, in time of peace, 
the compauy can ordinarily enforce discipline 
through its own civil organization; and by au- 
thorizing a system of courts martial so complete, 
that in camps of instruction and in time of war, 
every command, however small, will have within 
itself the elements calculated to maintain order 
and discipline. It must be borne in mind, howev- 
er, that in an organization where the officers arc 



elected, public opinion will modify any system of 
i discipline, and prevent its running into severity, 
' if it does not impair its efficiency; but there are 
in the system itself sufficient checks against abuse 
- of authority. 

It is well known that all arms now issued are 
soon virtually lost to the State. The bill pro- 
poses to check so wasteful and needless a loss of 
what cannot well be spared. It is eminently just 
that a county for whuse benefit the State issues 
its arms should be responsible for their being 
safely kept for the purposes for which they were 
issued. When a County Judge gives his sanction 
to the arming ol a company, it is with the un- 
derstanding that such a company is needed to 
protect life and property in the county. The 
arms arc therefore charged to the county; and the 
value of any deficiency of arms must be paid to 
the Slate, and expended in the purchase of other 
arms. The County Judge can protect the coun. 
ty from loss by requiring tonds from those who 
. use the arms. 

The military fund derived from the commuta- 
tion tax of the enrolled militia, is set apart 10 
purchase arms and munitions of war; to provide 
c unp equipage and other equipments necessarv 
to prepare the active force for taking the field at 
! any moment; and for other purposes of a like 
• nature inuring exclusively to the gemral de 
I fense of the State. None of this fund can be 
used without the sanction of the Governor. 
There is another cla«s of military funds, aris- 
; ing from fines assessed by the different comra 
nies, and by courts martial on the members of the 
active force. These have nothing to do with the 
general fund, but are expended for exclusively 
I military purposes, by councils of administration 
of the different companies and regiments to 
which the funds belong. 

A close study of the details of the bill will 
show that its provisions are all directed to a prac- 
tical end. Much that may seem oiflicult of exe- 
cution now, when the troops are necessarily dis- 
persed, will be both easy and necessary ol per- 
formance in time of active service; and it f 
needless to urge on intelligent men tl at a mili- 
tary force should be organized with reference to 
its efficiency in time of war, rather than in lime 
of peace. We wish a force of volunteers which, 
when the hour of danger comes, will not break 
apart like a rope of sand, but which, by the 
bonds of patriotism and discipline, will be knit 
together "with cables of perdurable toughness." ] 
The "Kentucky State Guard" is considered 
exclusively a light corps. The Infantry move- 
ments which it is proposed to adopt, are similar 
to those which have given so terrible a renown 
to the Zouaves of the French army. The name 
of the Guard will be attractive to every citizen; 
and the colors under which they will march are 
those of the Union, with which, in intimate asso- 
ciation, will appear the arms of the State. — 
What 6tron2er motive to discipline and united 
exertions could be offered to a volunteer of the 
Guard than to place constantly in his view, em- 
blazoned on the colors which are displayed above 
him, that truly military motto, "United ice 
stand, divided tee fall.'"

Mr. Speakf.r: I had the honor to introduce the 
joint resolution which is now under consideration, 
appropriating the sum of ten thousand dollars to 
wards tbe completion of the monument now be- 
ing erected at Lexington, to the memory of 
Henry Clay. I wish to inlorm the House that 
111 on the presentation of the accounts of the 
Monument Associ ition, I find thai the sura of 
$f>0,119 1)4 has been expended, and that the 
sum estimated to be necessary for the completion 
of the work, including steps, paving, bailustra- 
ding, Itc, is $24,.')!). : >. The resources of the As- 
sociation, including uncollected subscriptions, 
bills receivable, &.C., amount to $7,903 80, 
leaving as the balance yet to be raised, $10,191 
20. if the State should make the appropria- 
tion asked, there will still remain $6,491 20, to 
be obtained by private subscriptions. Henry 
Clay, the great statesman, to whose memory 
this noble tribute is to be devoted, came to Ken- 
tucky in 1797, to use his own touching language, 
"an orphan boy and penniless." In I6W, lie 
was elected to the Legislature for the fir.-t time, 
and at once assumed the exalted rank for which 
nature had destined him, as the great political 
leader of Kentucky, which position, sustained 
by the matchless power of his genius, he steadily 
maintained till the close of his great career, on 
lhe 20th June, 1852. No higher proof could be 
presented of the real greatness of his character 
than that he should have achieved and sustained 
this rare pre-eminence amid so many difficulties. 

For the first half of his political life he was 
the acknowledged leader of the Democracy, and 
for the latter half of the party which stood in op- 
position to the Democracy. During nearly the 
whole of this long period, lie was sustained by a 
large majority of the people of Kentucky. But 
in the last great struggle of his life, he rallied 
around him the true and patriotic men of every par- 
ty, in calming the stormy elements of faction by the 
great compromise measures of 1850, which settled 
for the time the agitating questions thtt threaten- 
ed the dismemberment of our glorious tJofon. 
The rancor of patty ceased, and the hearts of all 
true men were attracted to the statesman, who-e 
noble efforts were devoted to the good of our 
common country, ami now all parties claim him 
as their own. All unite in honoring the man who! 
thus forgot the ties of party, and devoted the 
last and mightest efforts of his genius to his 
country and to the perpetuation of the institutions 
which had been achieved for us by the blood of 
the patriots of the revolution. And now, when 
his mortal remains sleep beneath the sod of his 
loved and adopted Commonwealth, we will all 
unite and pay this noble tribute to his, patriotism, 
his genius, anil his worth. 

The monument which is being erected at Lex- 
ington, as a work of a rt stands without a rival 
in this country. To use the language of another, 
"it is a noble memorial of the national gratitude, 
worthy of Kentucky, worthy of her gallant peo- 
ple, and worthy of the illustrious patriot, whose 
fame, and noble civic achievements it commem- 
orates.' '

"Very great benefits to thewholcrountry would be 
I derived. soiroad all doubt, by furnishing from the 
I Office of Explorations and Surveys, a mnderatesup- 
ply of* geological maps of the United Slates and Ter* 
ritories. An opportunity now presents itself by 
which the preparation of a complete geological map 
by some of the nblest men of science in America can 
I be secured at a very reasonable raleuf compensation. 
| No similar expenditure would result in am ihing liko 
an equal benefit to the country at large. 

Lsstly.Gov. Wright, our Minister to Berlin, 
in an able letter to ihe people of his State, (In- 
diana,) urges upon them the importance ot imme- 
diately commencing this great work 

Kentucky may be justly proud ol her labors in 
this behalf, attracting, as they have, the admira- 
tion ot all foreign scientists, and giving to capi- 
talists abroad a reliable account of the mineral 
wealth and agricultural resources of our State. 
We may give as an instance ol" the effects on 
landed estates: the increase iu value (more than 
double) of the lands of Unior. county, which is 
situated iu the Western coal field, as well as in 
Greenup county, in the Eastern coal field. A 
proprietor ol a coal oil factory, established at 
Ashland, Kentucky, remarked to Dr. Owen, that 
before ihe survey of Greenup (whence they ob- 
tain their supplies of coal) was completed, they 
could have bought rich coal-bearing lauds for $2 
per acre; these same lands are now invaluable. 
Such are the natural results of these important 
investigations. 

It is not alone the owner of mineral lands who 
is benefited; the agricultural portion of the com- 
munity are equal sharers in the valuable results 
of the survey. The day is fast passing away 
when book larmers, as they are derisively called, 
will be viewed as visionary experimentalists. Eve 
ry farm journal is filled with articles showing how a 
knowledge of scientific agriculture is necessary for 
the proper tillage of soils, especially for an inti- 
mate kuow I edge of the causes of their exhaus 
tion, and means of re-toring to worn out lands 
the elements necessary lor their fertalization. In 
pursuance of these objects, Prof. Peter has made 
anal v ws of soils and rocks from ne rly every por- 
tion of the State. We can certainly affirm that 
no one chemist has ever labored more faithfully 
and diligently than this gentleman, during ihe 

four years of Wa connection with th- survey. 

His chemical reports, contained in the three pjb- 
lished volumes of the survey, co uprise a great 
amJiinl ol practical inf- rmatiun. Iiisavist col 
lection of chemical results, valuable, not alone 
to the Kentucky fanner, but to tne world allarj:e, 
and especially to the Western and Soulhweste'ii 
Slates. The chemical report for 1858-'59, still 
in manuscript, will form a book of from two to 
three hundred pages octavo, and will contain five 
hundred and twenty-eight analyses, fioni fifty-five 
counties in Kentucky, besides some few of the 
eoils of Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin, aud 
Minnesota, for the purpose of comparison. This 
forthcoming report will also contain an article on 
tobacco, a subject of the greatest moraept to all 
growers of this highly profitable plant. The im- 
portance and value of the work already perform- 
ed iu this department will be apparent even from 
the cursory reference here given. 

One of 'he m st satisfactory and generally- 
useful reports of the forthcoming volumes will be 
that of Leo Le>seiuereux on 1'ie coal fields of 
Kentucky. This gentleman, who is recognized 
as high authority on American coals, has pre- 
pared a series of table* showing the equivalency 
of thee a! strata ol Kentucky, Ohio, and Penn- 
sylvania. We extract a few rcmnrts from In 
summary of labors in l!?5t?-9: ••This compa:i- 
soii is of high scientific interest, us it fixes the 
general distribution of Ihe coal strain in t .e whole 
extent uf the coal basins of the United States, 
and cannot but give to the geological reports of 
Kentucky a great value as containing the key of 
the general distribution of co-tl Henceforth all 
the reports treating of the distribution of coal 
strata will naturally take their guide and stand* 
daid of comparison from the sections in the Ken- 
tucky coal fields." 
Pref. Lesq'iereux identifies, paleontologically, 
turnpike roads" ! seven workable beds of coal, besides giving a vast 
amount of stratagraphical and ligthological mat 
ter, invaluable to peisons searching for strata of 
coil. We predict fir this report a signifienncy 
beyond any similar one heretofore polished, not 
excepting ihe survey of Pennsylvania by H. D. 
Rogers, a gentleman whose appi-opriative facul- 
ties should by constant usage have arrived at the 
maximum degree, absorbing, as he did by whole- 
sile, all the labca of his associates, without giv- 
ing them credit, for their portions of the work. 

The topographical portions of the work, under 
M- . S. S. Lyon, in the western, and Mr. Joseph 
Lesley, jr., in the eastern division, have been 
carried on with the greatest vigor. The outlines 
of both coal fields have been accurately plotted 
out, aud will appear in the form of maps. The 
base line abo, under the direction of Mr. S. S. 
Lyon, has been completed during the last year. 
These labors, carried on during a summer noted 
for ils heat, through a cross country, without good 
roads, creeks and larger streams often present- 
ing themselves, and no possible chance to cross 
them unless by swimming or raiting, wild, rugged, 
mountain countries and dense forests, all contrib- 
uted to make this work the most disagreeable one 
in the service. Mr. Lyon certainly deserves 
much praise for the indefatigable manner in which 
he conducted the running of tbe base hue.
